Id  deelgn  or  coaeeptlon,  at  leaBt*  this  boob  needs  no  other  war- 
raat  than  Lt^  manlf^t  ntUHy  In  p Lading  before  t1i«  preaeriber  a  caeaos 
of  percelvLng  at  a  glance  all  the  nvallahle  forms  otr  pbarmaceiJ- 
Meal  preparatloDB  of  any  drug  now  In  vogue.  From  th«  atatements 
of  pi'ofesfilonal  men  who  visit  our  laboratorJeo  and  observe  tliere  the 
different  lines  or  ctaases  of  products  In  whicli  the  same  drugs  are 
often  "exblblted" — ^from  the  questions  wbloh  our  representatives 
are  constautly  receiving  with  respect  to  the  b^t  means  of  admlnls- 
terlDg  a  favorite  reme^lj,— we  are  convinced  that  a  very  real  and 
widespread  demand  exists  for  a  terse  Manual  of  Materia  Med  lea 
whence  the  physklaa  may  qulcicly  cboog^e  from  all  the  cuncux 
biological  and  pharmaceutical  preparations  the  one  best  suited  to 
the  present  case. 

Not  a  single  secret  remedy  or  comblnatloD  la  mentioned  In  these 
pages.  The  exact  furmula?  of  the  compounds  are  set  forth  In  fuU. 
Id  dealing  with  the  oumert^us  drugs  brought  from  foreign  coantrteSp 
Introduced  by  us  to  American  and  European  mediLlnCt  and  adopteo, 
tn  a  nomber  of  instances,  hj  the  leading  pharma(^op«elas  of  the 
civilised  world,  the  correct  hotankfil  name  Is  Invariably  given* 
Witness:  Cascara  Sagrada,  GHcdella  Robusta,  Kava  Kava,  Yeiba 
ganta,  Ylburnnm  Prunlfullum,  Jaborandl,  Cerens  GrandlfloruSt 
Coca.  Convallaria,  MaJaltSt  Eucalyptua  Glotmlua,  Plchl,  QnaraDa, 
and  others. 

The  rapid  advances  of  the  past  two  decades  In  the  domain  of 
Biological  Medklne  and  Serum  Therapy  are  strikingly  exbiblted  to 
the  immense  vogue  attained  by  the  aotltoilc  sernms.  Proper  spaeu 
has  accordingly  been  devoted  to  the  serum  treatmeat  of  Dlphtlieria, 
Tetanus,  Tuberculoais,  t!ie  infections  of  the  Streptococeua,  and, 
lllcewlse,  to  the  propliy lactic  uses  of  the  vacGloes.  It  Is  unlverBullj 
hoped  and  commonly  believed  that  biological  research  wlU  jet  add 
to  the  physician's  re&onrces  adequate  means  of  combating  the  prin- 
cipal Infections ;  and  In  our  resolution  to  keep  pace.  Industrially, 
with  the  progress  of  science,  we  have  provided  our  Biological 
Department  with  every  possible  facility  for  the  production  of  such 
new  agents  as  may  enrich  the  Materia  Medica  of  the  future. 

The  luiury  of  the  past  la  the  necesalty  of  the  present.  Twenty 
jeare  ago  we  dwelt  earnestly  on  the  evil  of  depending  upon  external 
pbjBlcal  signs  for  the  quality  of  powerful  narcotic  drugs.  We  then 
demonstrated  that,  in  the  absence  of  proper  methods  of  testing  anH 
standardising  the  preparations  of  such  drugs*  they  must  Inevltiiblj 
Bbare  In  the  fiuctnatlons  exhibited  by  root^  bark,  leaf,  or  ^"Q.txv.  ^^ 
adJl  con  tend  that  Che  manufacturer  taUa  mUeta\i\?  1^  t\iM^% 
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doty  to  medtciiie  and  bamanity  Just  so  long  as  bis  products  go 
forth  wlthoat  the  positive  assurance  tbat  a  given  dose  of  a  power- 
ful preparation  may  always  be  relied  upon,  barring  idiosyncrasy  in 
the  patient,  to  exert  the  same  measure  of  therapeutic  effect.  The 
principle  of  standardization  which  we  have  thus  advocated  during 
more  than  two  decades  was  recognized  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  of 
1890  bj  the  adoption  of  definite  standards  for  Nux  Vomica,  Opium 
and  Cinchona.  That  principle  will  unquestionably  be  largely  ex 
tended  In  the  forthcoming  revision.  In  the  meantime,  regardless  of 
offldal  action,  we  have  for  many  years  standardized  all  prepara- 
tions of  powerful  drugs  which  are  susceptible  of  chemical  test,  and 
more  recently  we  have  maintained  a  pharmacological  laboratory, 
with  an  equipment  second  to  tbat  of  no  university  in  the  United 
States,  for  testing  on  animals  and  standardizing  drugs  and  prepara- 
tions which  defy  chemical  analysis — Brgot,  Digitalis,  Strophanthua, 
Cannabis  Indlca,  and  others.  At  present  we  should  no  more  think 
of  dispensing  with  onr  physiological  assay  processes  for  these  drugs 
than  we  should  consent  to  abandon  our  quantitative  guinea-pig  test 
for  Antl-diphtherltie  Serum  or  our  chemical  assay  of  Nux  Vomica. 
The  benefit  of  this  work  is,  of  course,  shared  by  every  extract,  pill, 
tablet,  elixir  or  other  compound  into  which  a  preparation  of  the 
respective  drug  enters  as  an  ingredient. 

There  has  been  much  well-meaning  derision  of  "elegant  phar- 
macy," but  we  do  not  sympathize  with  it,  and  the  products  enu- 
merated in  this  volume  are  deliberately  made  as  sightly,  palatable 
and  Inviting  as  they  can  possibly  be  rendered  without  sacrificing 
any  of  that  therapeutic  efScacy  which  is  the  supreme  end  of 
medication. 

The  very  considerable  lat>or,  care  and  expense  bestowed  on  this 
volume  will  be  well  rewarded  if  it  prove  of  daily  usefulness  to  th(» 
profession  whose  support  has  been  a  conspicuous  factor  In  the 
growth  of  our  establishment.  "We  stand  deep-debted  in  the  ledger 
of  their  friendship."  May  they  never  find  cause  to  forsake  us  in 
any  disloyalty  to  the  principles  on  which  this  House  was  founded— 
the  treatment  of  professional  men  in  strict  accordance  with  pro- 
fessional methods;  the  ungrudging  publication  of  all  available 
data;  abstention  from  the  devices  of  the  nostrum-monger;  open 
formulae,  open  laboratories;  strict  fldelHy  to  the  truth  in  letter, 
circular  and  label ;  and  eager  readiness  to  invade  every  new  field  of 
scientific  activity  in  quest  of  the  agents  which  promise  to  prevent, 
mitigate,  or  cure  disease.

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ADDISON'S  DISEASE. 
Suprarenal  Gland,  in  tablets  or  capsules,  gives  positiye 
o.Tects.  Usually  administered  one  three  times  a  day  at  the  begin- 
ning, and  the  dosage  is  later  regulated  by  the  symptoms.  An 
( minently  safe  remedy.  Suprarenal  Liquid  with  Chloretone  answers 
ihe  purpose  equally  well,  perhaps  better. 

ADENITIS. 

Treat  the  specific  disease,  if  any  exists,  with  appropriate  reme- 
dies. Improve  systemic  condition  by  tonics.  Syrup  Iron  Iodide 
(10  per  cent,  ferrous  iodide  by  weight)  is  admirable.  Dose,  for  a 
child,  6  to  15  drops. 

Local  Inunctions  of  ichthyol  or  painting  with  tincture  of  iodine 
may  be  used  until  reddening  or  fluctuation  appears ;  then  treat 
surgically. 

ALBUMINURIA. 

Suprarenal  Glands  (see  "Addison's  Disease*')  in  cyclic  albumin- 
aria. 

Tablet  Triturate  No.  251  (Gallic  Acid),  dose  2  grs.,  in  atony  of 
kidney. 

ALCOHOLISM. 

Acute  alcoholism  requires  no  treatment  but  rest  and  complete 
isolation  from  alcoholic  drinks.  Diuretics,  as  Granular  Efferves- 
cent Potassium  bicarbonate,  10  grs.,  and  liquor  ammonium  acetatia, 
favor  recovery  from  the  mental  depression.  In  chronic  alcoholism 
hygiene  and  nutritious  diet  of  highly  seasoned  and  predigested 
foods,  as  Beef- Jelly   (Mosquera),  are  indispensable. 

Pill  No.  807,  Dipsomania,  does  well  for  the  atonic  stomach.  A 
careful  watch  should  be  kept  on  the  condition  of  the  right  heart. 

AMBLYOPIA  AND  AMAUROSIS. 

Treatment  must  be  referred  to  the  cause,  viz. :  general  disease, 
as  the  exanthemata;  local  disease,  as  migraine.  The  medicinal 
agents  most  often  needed  are  mercury,  iodide  of  potassium,  pilocar- 
pine, and  strychnine. 

In  tobacco  amblyopia,  the  withdrawal  of  the  tobacco  may  effect 
a  cure,  aided,  perhaps,  by  digitalis,  nitroglycerin,  or  strychnine. 

AMENORRHEA. 

This  symptom  must  be  treated  with  due  regard  to  the  cause. 
A  favorite  combination  when  anemia  is  the  cause  is  Pill  No.  13, 
Aloes  and  Iron,  U.  H.  P.,  but  pregnancy  must  be  excluded  before  its 
employment.  (See  "Anemia.")  Fluid  Extract  Cimicifuga,  dose  30 
drops,  gives  good  results  in  symptomalie  amenorrhea.  Apiol,  5 
minims,  in  soluble  elastic  capsules.  For  "Emmenagogue"  pills  and 
tablets  see  prlro  llsf.

BLEPHARITIS. 

Remove  scabs  and  crusts  by  alkaline  washes.  Yellow  oxide  of 
mercury  salve  is  a  good  application.  Crater-like  abscess  may  be 
touched  with  stick  of  silver  nitrate. 

BOILS. 

Constitutional  treatment  brings  into  use  fresh  air,  cod-liver  oil 
(Lofoten  or  Egg  Emulsion),  Syrup  Iron  Iodide  (10  per  cent,  by 
weight),  arsenic,  sodium  phosphate  (Solution  Concentrated  or  Gran- 
ular Effervescent),  and  calcium  sulphide  2  grs.  every  five  hours. 
The  local  treatment  consists  in  aborting  the  boil  by  painting  with 
collodion,  and  evacuation  by  proper  surgical  procedure. 

If  repeated  attacks  occur,  be  on  the  watch  for  diabetes. 

BONE  DISEASE. 

Syrup  Iron  Iodide  (10  per  cent,  ferrous  iodide  by  weight)  inter- 
nally.   Iodine  diluted  one-half  with  lard  is  of  service  locally.

BREATH,    FETID. 

Euthymol  stands  high  as  a  fragrant,  non-poisonous  antiseptic 
mouth-wash.  Euthymol  tablets  dissolved  in  the  mouth  are  effective ; 
and  Camphor  Solution  Neutral  (12%  per  cent.)  is  a  useful  auxil- 
iary. 

BROMIDROSIS. 

Euformol  diluted  with  four  times  its  volume  of  water  makes  an 
excellent  lotion.  Relladonna  locally  or  internally.  Sulphur  inter- 
nally. A  good  dusting  powder  is  made  of  equal  parts  of  salicylic 
acid  and  starch. 

BRONCHITIS. 

Acute,  llyperemic  stage.  Hot  foot-bath,  hot  lemonade  with 
whiskey,  ComprcsHed  Tablet  No.  28  (Dover  Powder,  5  grs.),  coun- 
ter-irritant embrocation  or  plaster.  Full  doses  of  potassium  salts 
start  the  secretions,  as  does  ipecac.  Steam  inhalations  containing 
Tincture  Bejizoin  O>mpound,  one-half  ounce  to  the  pint.  "Bron- 
chitis tent."

PREFACE. 


duty  to  medicine  and  humanity  just  bo  long  as  his  products  go 
forth  without  the  positiye  assurance  that  a  given  dose  of  a  power- 
ful preparation  may  alwctj/a  be  relied  upon,  barring  idiosyncrasy  in 
the  patient,  to  exert  the  same  measure  of  therapeutic  effect.  Tne 
principle  of  standardization  which  we  have  thus  advocated  during 
more  than  two  decades  was  recognized  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  of 
1800  by  the  adoption  of  definite  standards  for  Nuz  Vomica,  Opiuni 
and  Cinchona.  That  principle  will  unquestionably  be  largely  ex 
tended  in  the  forthcoming  revision.  In  the  meantime,  regardless  of 
official  action,  we  have  for  many  years  standardized  ail  prepara- 
tions of  powerful  drugs  which  are  susceptible  of  chemical  test,  and 
more  recently  we  have  maintained  a  pharmacological  laboratory, 
with  an  equipment  second  to  that  of  no  university  in  the  United 
States,  for  testing  on  animals  and  standardizing  drugs  and  prepara- 
tions which  defy  chemical  analysis — Ergot,  Digitalis,  Strophanthns, 
Cannabis  Indica,  and  others.  At  present  we  should  no  more  think 
of  dispensing  with  our  physiological  assay  processes  for  these  drugs 
than  we  should  consent  to  abandon  our  quantitative  guinea-pig  test 
for  Anti-diphtheritic  Serum  or  our  chemical  assay  of  Nux  Vomica. 
The  benefit  of  this  work  is,  of  course,  shared  by  every  extract,  pill, 
tablet,  elixir  or  other  compound  into  which  a  preparation  of  the 
respective  drug  enters  as  an  ingredient 

There  has  been  much  well-meaning  derision  of  "elegant  phar- 
macy," but  we  do  not  sympathize  with  it,  and  the  products  enu- 
merated in  this  volume  are  deliberately  made  as  sightly,  palatable 
and  inviting  as  they  can  possibly  be  rendered  without  sacrificing 
any  of  that  therapeutic  efficacy  which  is  the  supreme  end  of 
medication. 

The  very  considerable  labor,  care  and  expense  bestowed  on  this 
volume  will  be  well  rewarded  if  it  prove  of  dally  usefulness  to  thf» 
profession  whose  support  has  been  a  conspicuous  factor  in  the 
growth  of  our  establishment.  "We  stand  deep-debted  in  the  ledger 
of  their  friendship."  May  they  never  find  cause  to  forsake  ns  in

Physiological  effects  rather 
than  grainage  regulate  the  amount  in  chronic  forms. 

Kzcellcnt  results  from  Chloretone  in  Jacksonlan  epilepsy  sns- 
gest  its  possible  value  in  grand  maJ.  Favorable  reports  have  beoi 
made  on  Horse  Nettle  (Solanum  carolinense),  administered  In  large 
doses ;  the  sedative  principle  is  present  In  either  berries  or  root 
(Fluid  Extract  No.  251  or  No.  655). 

Occasionally  the  mixed  bromides  act  well,  as  do  digitalis  and 
belladonna  with  bromides.  Cannabis  indica  (physiologically  tested) 
has  promise.  Other  drugs  used  are  chloral,  chloroform,  acetanilld, 
amyl  nitrite,  and  camphor  monobromated. 

EPISTAXIS. 

When  this  is  to  be  controlled.  Fluid  Extract  Ergot  (dose  1 
drachm),  aconite  and  veratrum  viride  are  sometimes  used  Internally. 
Aseptic  Ergot  injected  Into  the  nostril  has  given  good  results. 

A  styptic  action  is  secured  by  the  local  application  of  antipyrln, 
1  per  cent,  solution,  and  Monsel's  solution;  or  Adr«ialin  chloride  In 
appropriate  dilution.  Plugging  of  the  nares  and  ice  to  the  nooe 
may  control  the  hemorrhage. 

EPITHELIOMA. 

Erysipelas  and  bacillus  prodigiosus  toxins  (Coley)  has  prodoced 
good  results  In  inoperable  cases. 

As  a  caustic,  acid  nitrate  of  mercury  is  applied  on  a  glass  rod. 
Arscnous  acid  is  likewise  used. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Antistreptococcic  Serum  has  •  revolutlonixed  the  treatment  of 
this  disease,  and  should  be  used  early  and  in  every  case. 

The  older  remedies,  as  iron  chloride  and  antipyretics,  cannot  be 
compared  with  the  serum.  Local  disinfection,  and  ichthyol  dress- 
ings with  tonics  in  convalescence,  are  part  of  the  plan  of  treatment. 

EXHAUSTION. 

Treatment  consists  not  only  In  stimulation  but  feeding  and 
protection  from  exposure. 

Coca  Cordial  and  Esencla  de  Coca  are  well  exhibited  and  may 
be  combined  with  Liquid  Acid  Phosphate. 

EXOPHTHALMIC  GOITRE. 
Medicinal  treatment  is  notoriously  uncertain. 
Thymus  Glands  and  Suprarenal  Glands  have  of  late  received 
attention  in  tins  disonso.  nnd  their  action  merits  thorough  trial  in 
all  cases.

FIBROIDS.

GANGRENE. 


Mercurol  (nucleide  of  mercury)  in  1-2  to  2  per  cent. 
solution,  locally  applied,  is  an  agent  of  posltiTe  power,  stimulmtliic 
the  antiseptic  resources  of  the  system  at  the  same  time  that  It 
establishes  the  mercurial  influence.  Bromine  and  nitric  acid  are  the 
escharotlcs  used.  In  pulmonary  gangrene,  sprays  of  carbolic  add 
and  creosote  may  do  good. 

GASTRALGIA. 

Stage  of  Attack. — Aromatic  and  locally  stimulating  warm  Infu- 
sions ;  a  few  drops  of  chloroform ;  hot  whiskey  or  brandy ;  Tlnctiira 
Opium,  U.  S.  P.  (assayed),  80  drops;  Chlor- Anodyne. 

Interim. — Regulation  of  diet  and  dress,  abandonment  of  tea, 
coffee  or  tobacco,  and  general  hygiene.  Arsenic  and  iron  immediately 
after  meals.  In  some  cases  nothing  acts  so  well  as  cod-lirer  oil  in 
palatable  form,  as  Ugg  Kmulsion.  Where  pain  Is  seyere  it  is  well 
to  exhibit  bismuth  8nd  pepsin  an  hour  and  a  half  after  meals,  aa 
afforded  by  Blizir  No.  80  (Pepsin  and  Bismuth).

In  the  nervous  disorders  of  the  climacteric,  cannabis  indlca 
(standardized  by  physiological  test),  bromide  of  potassium,  and 
valerianate  of  ammonium.  Camphor  and  cologne  applied  locally 
relieve  headaches. 

MENORRHAGIA  AND  METRORRHAGIA. 
Ergot   (Aseptic  or  Fluid  Extract)   is  the  sovereign  remedy  in 
uterine  hemorrhage.    Other  agents  are  erlgeron  oil  (in  Capsule  No. 
42)  and  an  active  preparation  of  cannabis  indica,  which  should  be 
proved  by  physiological  test. 

MIGRAINE,  See  NEURALGIA. 

MUCOUS  MEMBRANES,  DISEASES  OF. 
Soothing  and  demulcent  applications  are  acacia,  bismuth,  and 
zinc  sulphate  (astringent  to  inflamed  surfaces)  ;  glycerole  of  aloes 
(to  fissures)  ;   opium    (in  rectal  inflammation)  ;  pareira,  terebene 
and  santal  oil   (pure)  in  genito-urinary  inflammation. 

MYALGIA. 

Internally, — Salicylates  and  potassium  iodide,  if  rheumatism  be 
the  cause.  Ammonium  chloride  in  extract  of  licorice,  if  due  to  cold 
or  injury.    Fluid  Extract  No.  64  (Cimicifuga)  is  also  of  avail. 

Locally. — Iodine  and  various  liniments,  with  friction,  form  the 
successful  treatment. 

MYXEDEMA. 

Thyreoids  Is  the  specific  in  this  disease. .  A  pure,  permanent 
preparation  of  the  whole  gland  (no  extract)  should  be  used  in  doses 
of  2  to  5  grains,  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the  physician. 
Capsules  and  tablets,  each  containing  the  equivalent  of  10  grains  of 
fresh  sheep's  thyreoid,  afford  a  convenient  means  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  remedy.

Bromides,  conium,  ether  and  amyl  nitrite  also  ex- 
ercise controlling  Influences  In  spasmodic  contractions.

SPRAINS,  See  BRUISES. 

STINGS  AND  BITES. 

Dilute  alkaline  liquids;  ammonia  or  bichloride  of  mercury,  1 
part  In  flexible  collodion  1000  parts. 

In  snake-bite  the  wound  should  be  filled  with  potassium  perman- 
ganate diluted  three-fourths  with  water,  and  the  solution  also  In- 
jected hypodermatlcally  about  the  wound,  and  followed  by  alcohos 
by  the  mouth.  Internally,  Fluid  Bxtracts  No.  124  (Cedron  seed) 
and  No.  187  (Echinacea  angustlfolla)  are  reputed  to  be  of  Talue. 

STOMATITIS. 

Euthymol,  Euformol  and  borax  make  elficlent  mouth-washes. 
Potassium  chlorate  Is  of  value  Internally,  unless  kidneys  are  in- 
flamed.   Keep  bowels,  liver  and  kidneys  active. 

SUBINVOLUTION. 

Ergot,  cannabis  Indlca,  digitalis  and  cimlclfuga  assist  Involutioik 
by  correcting  the  various  Inhibiting  causes. 

Curettage  may  be  necessary,  from  retained  decldua. 

SUNSTROKE. 

In  thermic  fever.  Ice  to  chest,  back,  and  abdomen. 
Venesection  Is  the  best  treatment  If  face  Is  cyanotic  and  heart 
laboring  and  If  meningitis  threatens  after  thermic  fever. 
Veratrum  vlrlde  If  meningitis  threatens. 
Hot  baths  or  hot  bottles  in  heat  exhaustion. 
Tonics  during  convalescence. 

SYNCOPE. 
Ammonia.  It  doe  to  shock  or  Indigestion. 
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SYPHILIS. 

Mercury  is  begun  as  soon  as  secondary  symptoms  appear.  Tbe 
forms  used  are  protiodide,  blue  mass,  bichloride,  and  mercury  with 
chalk;  the  first  is  preferred.  Byery  ayenue  may  be  employed. 
Cephalalgia  is  treated  by  calomel  1-6  grain  every  two  hours. 

In  the  third  stage  iodide  of  potassium  is  indicated  with  or  with- 
out mercury.  These  drugs  may  be  added  to,  and  conyeniently  and 
pleasantly  administered  in,  the  excellent  vegetable  alterative,  Syrnp 
Trifolium  Compound. 

Tonic  and  general  treatment  must  also  be  observed.

TETANUS.

The  insidious  action  of  the  poison  often 
causes  the  system  to  be  overwhelmed  beyond  aid  by  the  time  the 
spasms  occur. 

TONSILLITIS. 

Bowels  should  be  opened  by  a  saline,  which  may  be  preceded  by 
calomel.  Light  diet  and  a  diuretic  fever  mixture.  Syrnp  Iron 
Chloride  (Weld),  salicylates  and  guaiac  are  of  benefit.  Chocolate- 
coated  Tablet  No.  152  (Tonsillitis). 

Locally,  ice-bag  or  hot  fomentations  and  inunctions  of  camphor- 
ated oil  are  valuable  measures. 

The  presence  of  abscess  calls  for  prompt  evacuation  of  pus. 

TORPOR. 

In  hepatic  torpor  potassium  acetate,  ammonium  chloride,  citric 
acid,  euonymus,  hypophosphites,  nitro-muriatic  acid,  and  taraxacum. 
Arsenic  in  gastric  tori>or. 
Torpidity  of  skiu  and  kidneys  calls  for  baths. 

TORTICOLLIS. 
Gelsemium  internally,  and  atropine  injected  into  the  muscle. 

TREMOR. 
Ilyoscine  and  sparteine  give  tbe  best  results. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Aside  from  tbe  highly  important  laws  of  prophylaxis  and  hygienic 
measures,  tbe  efHcicnt  medicinal  preparations  are  not  numerous. 

In  the  pre- tubercular  stage  of  phthisis,  its  nourishing  and  mild 
alterative  effects  make  cod-liver  oil  (Improved  Lofoten  or  Bgg 
Emulsion)  of  great  and  peculiar  value.  Wines  of  cod-liver  oil  are 
worthless. 
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Nticlein  Solutlmi  (G  per  cent,  and  No.  2)  Ie  very  uaeful  !□  the 
early  atages  of  the  disease,  while  the  rec.'uperatl,ve  powers  are  yet 
susceptible  o£  atlmulatlon.  Capsules  of  pure  Nuclelnle  Acid  are 
equal  Lj  efflcacloas  and  are  preferred  by  many  patlenU. 

In  proportion  to  the  Inflammatory  element  Is  Antlstreptoeocclt; 
Berum  of  avails  and  Antitaberele  ^erum  Is  calcnlatefl  to  Inhibit  the 
proliferation  of  the  bacllU  and  limit  their  deHtructlve  action. 

Creosote,  gnalacoL  and  sulphuric  acid  are  given.  CaonablB  In- 
dlca  (a  true  product)  ts  very  efficient  In  the  escesslve  couf^h. 

Laryngeal  phthisis  Is  well  treated  by  topical  appllcatlona  of  lac- 
tic acid  (10  per  cent.),  aod  Sodoforra  InBufflatioti. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Treatment  In  general   resolves  itself   Into  meeting  any  si>eelat 

Indications  as  they  arise :  in  thorough  disinfection  of  all  dejec^ta  by 

[Euformol;  and  In  aiding  the  fla^irglng  powers  to  withstand  the  ex- 

fliaustloo,    AJcohoU  mllJc  diet,  and  regulation  of  the  secretions,  are 

I  the  headlhieEi  of  tbc  treatment.

In  gastric  excitability,  Chloretone.  cocaine  and  aconite,  chloro- 
form, hydrocyanic  add,  and  nitroglycerin. 

In  gastric  debility,  ipecac  and  nux  vomica. 

In  pregnancy,  Chloretone,  cerium  oxalate,  cocaine,  creosote,  men- 
thol cocaine,  and  (iranular  Effervescent  Caffeine  and  PotaaBinm 
bromide. 

Care  in  the  administration  of  food  Is  of  great  importance.

When  making  use  of  the  equivalents,  for  most  practicable  purposes 
one  or  more  flgures  b^ond  the  decimal  point  may  be  dropped— aoocnrding: 
to  the  degree  of  accuracy  required— or,  if  any  figure  of  the  seccmd  or 
third  decimal  i^ace  is  five  or  more,  the  preceding  figure  can  be  increased 
by  one.    The  same  method  may  be  applied  to  the  results  of  calculations.

Rhamnus  Pubshiama^  DeCandolle. — Laxative,  cathartic,  hepatic  and 
intestinal  tonic.

LOEFFLER  SOLUTION,  FOR  THE  LOCAL  TREATMENT 
OF  DIPHTHERIA. 

In  a  paper  read  before  the  International  Congress  of  Hygiene  and 
Demography,  at  Budapest,  in  September,  1894,  Prof.  Loeffler,  of  Grelfto- 
wald,  the  discoverer  of  the  diphtheria  bacillus,  suggested  the  abore 
mixture,  which  is  applied  as  follows:  The  afPected  parts  are  first 
rubbed  thoroughly  with  a  small  pledget  of  dry  cotton  wound  around 
an  applicator  bent  at  right  angles  to  the  handle,  or  around  a  dresa- 
Ing  forceps;  after  this  has  been  done  a  pledget  of  absorbent  cotton 
is  saturated  with  the  solution  and  preesed  firmly  against  the  diphthe- 
ritic membrane  for  ten  seconds,  this  application  being  immediately 
repeated,  and  again  within  three  or  four  hours,  and  three  times  a  day 
thereafter.  Of  71  patients  treated  by  this  method  from  the  outset,  all 
were  saved,  while  only  one  death  occurred  out  of  26  cases  treated 
after  the  second  day  of  the  attack.  The  solution  Is  prepared  after  the 
following  formula:  Menthol,  10  grammes;  Toluene,  sufficient  to  make 
86  Cc. ;  then  add  Creolln,  2  Cc. ;  Iron  chloride  solution,  4  Cc. ;  Alcohol, 
snfllcient  to  make  100  Cc.

SALINE  SOLUTION,  Concentrated,  Sterilized. 

Intrayenous  injections  of  saline  fluid  haye  been  found  of  great  yalne 
in  a  large  number  of  serious  conditions,  extending  all  the  way  from 
lack  of  blood  due  to  hemorrhage,  to  various  infectious  diseases,  par- 
ticularly cases  of  septicemia.  In  many  instances  these  injections  have 
seemed  to  wash  the  blood  of  Impurities.  They  are  also  very  valuable 
in  cases  of  shock,  of  uremic  or  diabetic  coma,  and  eclampsia. 

Upon  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  F.  S.  Locke,  of  the  Physiological  Depart- 
ment in  Harvard  Medical  School,  and  Dr.  Hobart  A.  Hare,  Professor  of 
Therapeutics  In  Jefferson  Medical  College,  we  have  adopted  the  follow- 
ing formula:  Calcium  chloride,  0.25  Gm.;  Potassium  chloride,  0.1 
Gm.;  Sodium  chloride,  9.0  Gm.;  Sterilized  Water,  sufSclent  to  make  1 
liter. 

By  diluting  one  bottle  of  our  Concentrated  Sterilized  Saline  Solution 
with  sterilized   (boiled)  water,  to  one  liter,  a  solution  of  the  above- 
mentioned  composition  Is  obtained. 
The  solution  should  be  warmed  to  a  temperature  of  about  100*  F.
